The amount shown expended in Dereham, Thamesford, Bur- 
gessville, Plattsville and West Oxford cover work done by the 
County for these municipalities for which the County will be re- 
imbursed. 


The following is a general summary of the work carried on 
during the year: 


The usual spring overhauling was given to the machinery 


which eliminated expensive delays during the working season. 


Weeds and brush were cut twice during the summer. The time 


was specified for each cutting. Dustlayer was applied in the 


hamlets and villages and in front of cheese factories. Wages and 
the purchase of new machinery’ was dealt with in our third report.

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BY-LAW No. 1153 


A by-law to provide for the Township of Dereham collecting 
their own arrears of taxes, and to hold tax sale. 


Whereas under the Assessment Act, being Chapter 195, R.S.O. 
(1927) Sec. 125, the treasurer of every township and village shall, 
within fourteen days after the time appointed for the return and — 
final settlement of the Collector’s Roll, and before the 8th day 
of April in each year, furnish the County Treasurer with a state- 
ment of all unpaid taxes and school rates directed in the said 
Collector’s Roll or by School Trustees to be collected. 


And whereas by Section 128, sub-sec. 1, of the said Act, after 
the Collector’s Roll has been returned to the treasurer of a town- 
ship or village and before such treasurer has furnished to the 
County Treasurer the statement mentioned in Sec. 125, the ar- 
rears of taxes may be paid to such local treasurer, but after the 
said statement has been returned to the County Treasurer, no 
more money on account of arrears due shall be received by an 
officer of the municipality to which the roll relates. 


And whereas under sub-sec. 2 ox the said Sec. 128, the col- | 
lection of arrears shall thenceforth belong to the treasurer of the 


County alone, he shall receive payment of such arrears. 


And whereas under Sec. 195, in cities and towns arrears of 
taxes shall be collected and managed in the same way as in here- 
inbefore provided in the case of other municipalities, for such 
purposes the municipal officers of the cities and towns shall per- 
form the same duties and have the same powers as the like officers 
in other municipalities, and the treasurer and mayor of any city or 
town shall for such purposes also perform the like duties as are 
hereinbefore in the case of other municipalities, imposed on the — 
County Treasurer and Warden respectively, and shall have the

Warden shall as to a town or city be taken and deemed to refer 
to the mayor and treasurer of such city and town.

ships and villages and thereupon the powers conferred in cities
